*Delton Delano Johnson, 31, was held Wednesday at the Boone County Jail on 
$5,000 bond after an initial court appearance on a charge of risking infection of 
another with HIV, the virus that causes AIDS. 

Prosecutors said Johnson knew he was infected with HIV when he donated 
blood Jan. 26, 1995, at the Alpha Therapeutic Plasma Center. 

Columbia police arrested Johnson on Tuesday. If convicted, he could be sen- 
tenced to two to five years in prison.

Weiser and Brand were accused of using at least four schemes. 

Using the same paper as the Parking Violations Bureau, they allegedly made 
photocopies of the tickets but altered them so that the information on them 
appeared incomplete or incorrect. All such tickets are dismissed.

MIAMI — The owner of a store called Spy Shops International and three 
employees were found guilty of violating federal laws regulating surveillance 
equipment. 

Store owner John Demeter and three of his workers were found guilty 
Wednesday despite claims that they didn’t know it was illegal to possess, sell, 
import or export such items as a light bulb containing a listening device. 

Prosecutors presented evidence that Demeter and the company had been 
warned at least twice the devices were illegal. ; 

“They had two bites‘at the apple and they still continued to do the illegal 
business,” Special Assistant U.S. Attorney Kevin Kozak said. 

Authorities seized a light bulb, pens, calculators and an electrical plug 
adapter that doubled as bugging devices. One was capable of picking up con- 
versations through a concrete wall. 


Judge says rancher must let hunters pass 


BRIGHAM CITY — A Box Elder County rancher has been ordered not to 
bar hunters from using a road on his land this season: 

LaMont Campbell wanted to keep hunters off Ridge Road which begins on 
his property and goes into the Sawtooth National Forest. 

Campbell allowed hunters to use the road for many years, but contends that in 
recent years they have shot his cattle, torn down his fences and threatened him 
with guns.

Oct. 27. After that, the road will be closed at least until a jury decides next year

Lili left thousands homeles. and 
stranded more as rain-gorged rivers 
made bridges and roads impassable in 
Costa Rica, Honduras and Nicaragua. 
Costa Rican authorities said a child 
and two adults were reported dead 
Wednesday, in addition to the five 
drownings reported in the region on 
Tuesday.

Students hoping to vote by absentee 
ballot in the coming elections can 
now get all the information they need 
on the World Wide Web. 

A website on the Internet provides 
addresses for absentee ballot requests 
for all 50 states. Students can also 
download a form letter to mail to 
election officials in less time than it 
takes to walk to campus. 

Douglas Rosen and Jon Van de Ven 
have created a website that eliminates 
the need to track down election offi- 
cials. 

The site, which was launched the 
first week of October, offers all the 
information necessary to quickly 
obtain an absentee ballot from any- 
where in the United States. 

The website directs users to choose 
the state they are registered to vote in.

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WASHINGTON — Reshuffling the genes of an ordinary 
cold virus turns it into a cancer-killing smart bomb able to 
seek out and destroy ‘tumor cells, researchers report. The 
therapy is already being 
tested on humans. 

A mutated version of 
adenovirus, one of a num- 
ber of viruses that cause 
the common cold, was 
shown in studies on mice 
to attack and kill human 
carfcer cells that lack a 
gene called P53. 

About half of all human 
cancers have a defective or missing P53 gene. 

“The mutated virus takes over and turns the (cancer) cell 
into a factory to make more viruses,” said Frank 
McCormick, a researcher at Onyx Pharmaceuticals in 
Richmond, Calif. “After a day or two, the cell is killed and 
it releases a whole bunch of new viruses, which then infect 
neighboring cancer cells.” 

- About 60 percent of human tumors grown in laboratory 
mice melted away after being injected with the mutated 
adenovirus, said McCormick, lead author of a study to be 
published today in the journal Science. 

- Dr. Bert Vogelstein, a Johns Hopkins University 
researcher who first discovered that an altered or missing 
P53 gene can lead to cancer, called the report exciting 
“because it exploits an alteration that is present in many 
different cancers.”

when a cell is dividing. If 
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the DNA is abnormal, 
P53 either stops the division or kills the cell. That also can 
block the reproduction of viruses within the cell. 

Many types of human cancers have defective or missing 
P53 and this allows the tumor cells to survive and prolifer- 
ate wildly. ~ 

A normal adenovirus causes mild upper respiratory 
infections by invading a cell and making a protein that 
inactivates P53. That enables the virus to take over the cell, 
turn it into a virus-making factory and eventually kill the 
cell, releasing into the blood stream the new viral particles.’ 

The altered adenovirus, developed at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, is unable to make the protein that 
blocks the action of P53. 

The effect, McCormick said, is that the virus is unabie to 
replicate efficiently in normal cells, which have P53, but 
thrives in cancer cells that lack the gene.

What Letterman is to Late Night, 
what Alanis is to Generation X, what 
Elvis is to tabloids, William Primrose 
is to the world of violists. 

The. distinguished Joseph de 
Pasquale will appear as the guest vio- 
list this Saturday at 7:30 in the 
Madsen Recital hall for the Primrose 
Memorial Concert, held annually in 
honor of Primrose who spent the last 
three years of his life teaching at 
BYU. 

“William Primrose is generally 
regarded as the world’s greatest vio- 
list,” said music faculty member 
David Dalton. 

The man selected to play in honor-of 
Primrose in this year’s concert is a 
distinguished artist in his own right. 
Joseph de Pasquale was engaged as 
principal violist in 1946 by the emi- 
nent conductor Serge Koussevitsky. 
After serving in that position for over 
20 years, he was appointed principal 
of the Philadelphia Orchestra. De 
Pasquale retired this year after serving 
with distinction as the leading violist 
of two of the world’s great orchestras 
for 50 years. This record of tenure in 
top echelon orchestras is unmatched. - 

Dalton said that de Pasquale was 
influenced profoundly in his young 


years by his encounter with William 
Primrose. He remained his devotee 
and friend until Primrose’s passing in 
Provo in 1982. 

The chance to see de Pasquale per- 
form is an exceptional opportunity. 
He is “one of the best violists of inter- 
national and national reputation,” said 
Dalton, “He will be one of the most 
important guests on campus this 
year. 

“A visit from de Pasquale for musi- 
cians is like a visit from Stephen 
Covey in the business school,” said 
Amanda Ridge a sophomore majoring 
in music performance.
